Status of Claims 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment / response filed on September 05, 2008 and that 
has been entered. 

Claims 1-25 and 30-40 are currently pending in the application. Claims 26-29 were 
canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), filed on 
09/05/2008, which has been entered in the file. 

Response to Election/Restriction 
In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants have elected Group I, [which 

includes claims 1-14 drawn to a compound of formula I] is acknowledged.
